Situation Report in the Middle East as of 0600 EDT,10/21/73 


Military Situation 


The IDF spokesman announced morning of October 21 
(2105302) that action during the night had been con- 
fined to artillery fire on both fronts with IDF forces 
in Sinai reorganizing for today's action. Several rocket 
and bomb attacks against northern Israeli settlements 


took place but there were no casualties. 


The IDF briefing of the USDAO evening of October 
20 indicated that the situation of the IDF task force 
west of the Suez Canal was fairly static in the north 
and central sectors but relatively active in the south- 
ern portion. The IDF is pushing south along the Canal 
toward Suez City, bypassing elements of the Egyptian 
4th armored division and driving a wedge between it 
and 3rd Army units :on the east bank. The IDF bridge-~ 
head has expanded to the southern tip of Great Bittazr 
Lake and Israeli tanks are firing at Egyptian units - 
on the east bank. The IDF push toward Egyptian 3rd 
Army Headquarters near Jebal Jafra continues. Accord- 
ing to the IDF most Egyptian units are holding fast. 


The IDF estimates Egyptian tank strength on both 
sides of the Canal at approximately 600. The only major 
effective Egyptian fighting units west of Canal are 
two armored brigades. East of the Canal the Egyptians 
still have 4 infantry divisions, elements of another, and parts 
/of the 2lst Armored Division. The USDAO reports that 
the IDF destroyed 4 SAM sites in the southern area of 
Great Bitter Lake but the other sites on the west bank 
between the lake and Suez City remain. The IAF lost 
2 Phantoms and one Mirage October 20 in attacks against 
Port Said and Qantara. The IDF claims Egyptian losses 
of 8 MIG 21 and 3-SU~7 aircraft in attack against Israeli 
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bridges across the Canal. 


Updated IDF figures of Soviet airlift October 21 
indicate 32 AN-12 and 3 AN-22 flights to Egypt 
and 19 AN-12 and possibly one AN-22 flight to Syria. 


A reliable Jordanian army source claims that the 
Syrian Defense Minister is pressuring the Jordanian 
Chief of Staff .to commit an additional brigade in 
Golan, 


The Lebanese military have reports that 4 Iraqi 
divisions will be committed to the Syrian front, and 
that the Baghdad/Damascus road was thick with Iraqi 
forces the night of October 19, 


Arab Reaction 


The Arab press continues to claim Arab successes 
on both fronts. A Cairo Voice of the Arabs commentary 
October 20 attacked the U.S. ag the main enemy of the 
Araps and urged using all weapons -- military, 
political and economic -- against U.S. interests. 
There are still no indications of unrest in Arab 
capitals and there, have been no reports of hostile 
actions against American communities. 


No Mercenaries in IDF 


Israeli Major General Narkiss denied to newsmen 
Egyptian charges that mercenaries are serving in the 
IDF. He acknowledged, however, that the IDF includes 
some dual nationals, including one U.S./Israeli 
killed in action Monday.

Situation Revort in the Middle East as 
U.S.-USSR 


Press reports state the White House announced tonight 
that the U.S. and the USSR have agreed on a common approach 
to peace in the Middle East and have requested a meeting of 
the United Nations Security Council later in the evening. 


Egyptian Front 


There -are wide discrepancies between reports from the 
two sides on the fighting in Egypt. Israeli sources report 
that their forces now are mopping up a 500 square mile area 
on the west bank of the Canal. They state that one wing of 
the northern task force has reached the outskirts of Ismailia 
andgd the other wing has cut the main Cairo~Ismailia road and 
vail Links, thereby threatening a major Egyptian supply base 
further west. The central task force, 20 miles west of the 
Canal, has not extended itself. Two wings of the IDF southern 
task forca are reportedly blocking the southern Cairo-Suez 
road with artillery fire so that no trains or daylight 
traffic are able to pass to or from Suez, The Egyptian 
Fourth Division, engaging the southern column, has mustered 
approximately 200 tanks, while 300-400 Egyptian tanks are 
dispersed along the east bank. If the Israelis manage_ to 
cut the Cairo-Suez route and continue to block the Cairo-7 
Ismailia road, DIA estimates the Egyptian forces on the east 
bank would have only three to five days supplies remaining. 


An Egyptian spokesman, in the first Egyptian military 
briefing of the l6é-day old war, said that the Israeli 
bridgehead was barely six miles inside Egypt, that it had 
been chopped up into two pockets, and that they were being 
attacked by thousands of Egyptian soldiers. 


Syrian Front 


There was limited fighting in Syria. However, a report 
from a sensitive source indicates the Syrians hope to Launch __ 
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an offensive within the next 48 hours to regain the 
October 6, 1973 lines. Also, Jordan plans to move a 
f second brigade into Syria October 22. 


Other Arab/Israeli Developments 


Boumedienne today called on all western European countries 
to prevent shipment of arms ard volunteers to Israel through 
their territories. An intelligence report indicates that 
because of U.S. support for Israel Arafat may be rethinking 
his dacision at the beginning of the war not to ganction 
fedayeen terrorist operations against the U.S. ban teld 
Anbassador Keating October 21 that the GOI has no intention 
of “opening a front on Jordanian territory," Regarding 
continued recket attacks from Lebanon, Eban said the Lebanese 
have been lucky so far, but should not push their luck.

A xeport from Aramco states that although Saudi Arabia 
has cut oll production by 10 percent based on September 
production, the cut is in fact nearly 20 percent if one 
starts with October production rates, which are significantly 
higher than September. Loss to world production will be 
820,000 barrels per day off the September rate plus 600,000 
barrels rrom the Octaber production increase underway. 

Aramco has ceased to'‘load any tankers with U.S. destinations, 
thus halting the September flow to the U.S. of 600,000 barrels 
per day. If Saudi Arabia implements its ban on indirect 
shipment to the U.S. through Caribbean refinéries, the im- 
mediate loss to the U.S, from Aramco sources alone could 

be one million barrels per day, or about 5.5 percent of 

U.S. consumption. Cuts by other Arab countries could bring 
another one million barrel per day cut for the U.S. im- 
mediately. Also, cuts in U.S, imports could be much higher 
if normal shipments of fuel from Canadiand Europe dry up in 
the world shortage. 


Evacuation 


The Emergency and Evacuation situation remains as 
reported previously, e.g., all reporting posts indicating 
evacuation not necessary at present. However, relative 
to Cairo we have arranged fer the M.S. Knossos to standby 
at Piraeus for immediate sailing to Alexandria if required.
